EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Montreal, September, 1859. 

St. Lawrence Hall is the largest hotel in the city. Its front is massive, 
and is altogether imposing. There is about it, however, that same bluish- 
grey tone that is rather sombre when one’s memory is fresh with the 
gayer colors of Philadelphia brick, white marble, and glowing red granite, 
so common to New York; itis situated on Great Qneen-street, nearly 
opposite the French Cathedral, is adjacent to the Post Office, and is within 
a few minutes’ walk of the most attractive public buildings and popular 
places of resort. The hotel originally contained one hundred and fifty 
large rooms, but within the past year an additional building has been | 
erected in the rear, adding one hundred and fifty rooms more, making the 
hotel just twice its former size. All the facilities that can be obtained at a 
first-class establishment can be had at the St. Lawrence. A quiet substan- 
tial comfort obtains, that displays alike the administrative abilities of the 
popular proprietors, and the high-toned character of the guests. The 
‘fashionable season’’ as it is termed, in Montreal is comparatively 
short ; it commences quite late, as tourists and pleasure-seekers will 
rarely venture so far northward until the summer has well com- 
menced ; then it is that persons from all parts of the Union turn their 
faces toward the St. Lawrence, and along its extended route, are blessed 
with a variety of scenery, and cool healthful breezes, such as can no 
where else be surpassed in the world. 

In the office of the hotel I found a place for notices which was charac- 
teristic and peculiar. Ina gilt frame, with a movable glass, I saw an- 
nouncements of certain ‘‘Meetings of Hounds,’’ and of anticipated ‘‘stee- 
ple-chases.’” Upon inquiry I learned that these truly English sports 
were more particularly indulged in and encouraged, as might have been 
supposed, by the officers of the army stationed in the city. Mr. Hogan, 
of the St. Lawrence, to whom I was indebted for many attentions, urged 
me to stay and witness ‘‘a meeting,’’ advertised for a day or two hence, 
but I was reluctantly obliged to hasten my journey homeward, though 
the idea of mounting a spirited horse and taking a fast gallop could 
hardly be resisted—an excitement which I have not indulged in, since I 
took a ‘‘short cut’’ through the primeval forests of Louisiana. 

While waiting for the hour of dinner in the common sitting-room (a 
splendid saloon, by the way,) I was gratified with the sight of two young 
ladies entering, dressed in deep mourning, but who had managed most 
provokingly to contrast black crape very bewitchingly with round plump 
shoulders. They seemed to be bent on eliciting admiration, and asit was 
agreeable to gratify them, they obtained a full share. After attitudinizing 
for some time, ‘‘pet,’’ as her sister called her, sat down to the piano, a 
fine instrumont, and dashed off in slow time some of the most fashiona- 
ble opera music. After mixing’up Verdi, Rossini,and Donizetti, and giv- 
ing glimpses through the Italian bars of ‘‘Yankee Doodle’ and ‘‘Old Vir- 
ginia never tire,’’ filling the entire surrovnding rooms with sweet concord, 
and astonishing all the ‘‘old fogies’’ present, and confounding some of the 
“young folks,’’ the young lady very quietly; left her seat, remarkiag, 
‘that she thought, considering the solemn expression she gave her ef- 
forts, she managed to make them quite appropriate for the day, which was 
Sunday.’’ She was probably inspired by the example of some of your fa- 
shionable temples of Christin humility situated in Fifth Avenue. 

After dinner I went into the streets, and had the pleasure of witness- 
ing the ‘‘going home’’ of the members of the different congregations at- 
tending afternoon service. I was struck with the decidedly English look 
of the people (I mean, after all, their perfectly healthy appearance,) and 
their comfortabie style of dressing. The young misses were quite notica- 
ble from their short dre-ses, their novel way of doing up their hair, and 
their jockey-looking hats, which, placed jauntily on the top of their heads, 
made them look, to any unsophisticated gazer, as if they were so many 
incipient Die Vernons prepared for a steeple-chase. And here I must re- 
mark, that the exposed cheek, and round chin, for their bonnets had no 
“rigging’’ that reached below the ears of the wearer, were quite novelties, 
and had a charming character about them not always appreciated in the 
close view of the drawing-room. Mingling with the permanent popula- 
tion of the city could be seen here and there a lady who worshipped at the 
shrines of French milliners, and her little bonnet, or rather no bonnet, 
her trailing dress of gossimer materials, formed quite an observable con- 
trast to the less poetical, though on the whole more serviceable style of 
dress of our English cousins- 

The next object object of interest was a live British soldier, a Sergeant, 
who jauntily, as be passed along the street, flourished his little ratan cane, 
He was a stalwart-looking man, and we have no doubt was a first-rate 
boxer, and in a stand-up fight on the battle-field, would be as indifferent 
to danger and death as the sod beneath his feet. I could not see a soldier 
with a red coat, of course, without being inspired with some ‘‘spread 
eagleism,’’ and I involuntarily in my mind ran through our revolutionary 
struggle, beginning at Lexington and ending at Yorktown; I then took 
a hurried survey of the fraternal strife of a latter day on the Canada frori- 
tier ; then I passed in review the many glorious scenes of British arms in 
all lands, thought of the sad reverses at Balaklava, and more recently in 
China, and then asked myself the very natural question, why the British 
soldier in the ranks was treated by his superiors with a degree of neglect 
and inhumanity that characterizes no other people under the sun, and 
then I wondered how it was that they, the poor privates, could, with their 
treatment, keep up their courage in battle, and die so manfully fora 
government, for they have, properly speaking, no country, that does so 
little to reward their heroism, and encourage any sentiment of honor. 
‘The barracks,’’ as in all places, is a popular resort of visitors; and who 
give such pleasant dancing parties as the gaily-dressed officers? and who 
flirt with more grace, or more cruelly rival Cupid in the keenness of their 
ancess. and in the diffuse manner with which they launch them pell- 
mell into a room of palpitating belles? ‘‘Pet,’’ with whom we subse- 
quently became acquainted, gave me a florid description of her visit to 
‘*the barracks.’’ She said that the day was rainy, and on the whole in- 
auspicious. She seemed to be but littie impressed, for, to use her own 
words, ‘‘you know officers never perform any real duty, except in the 
ball-room.’’ In conclusion, she informed me that the last she saw of 
the young Lieutenant, ‘‘who was most polite,’’ was examining with an 
eye-glass her shoe-track, which even her sylph-like form indented upon 
the ‘‘soft lap of earth.’”’ 

I have already mentioned that the river St. Lawrence and many 


the illusion of ‘the South’’ was further sustained by witnessing, among 
“the creole population’ individuals, who so perfectly resembled ‘old 
friends’’ of Louisiana, that I could scarcely refrain from introducing my- 
self and claiming hospitality on the score of long personal acquaintance. 
Among the humbler representatives of this worthy ‘‘old French popula- 
tion,’’ I met a young woman of perhaps twenty-five years of age, who by 
nature had that sad dreamy expression and picturesque nun-like dress pe- 
culiar to ‘‘my Normandy,” while in another moment gaily trotted by 
a “‘bon homme,’’ who, though carrying seventy winters on his shoulders, 
was as lithe as eighteen, with a face as red as good claret glistening in the 
sun, an eye bright as agem, and a smile of satisfaction with the world, 
with himself, and the rest of mankind, such as no people on earth can get 
up, of other blood than ‘‘la belle France.’’ "P 








OUR SPECIAL BADEN-BADEN CORRESPONDENCE. 
BapEN-BAaDay, Oct. 1, 1859. 

Dear ‘‘Spirit.'’—Here I am on the morning of a hunt, and a fine morn- 
ing, too, mournfully laid up anabaden—no allusion in that last word to 
the locality whence this epistle is dated ; it is pure ancient Athenian for 
a classic posture to which our modern ‘‘free and enlightened’ are much 
addicted ; in other words, I am reclining with my feet up, a very nice 
position for reading all day, but requiring a little management to achieve 
a comfortable attitude for writing. In for a month of it most likely, and 
the very finest month of the year. Before relating at length how I thus 
came to grief, let me begin by taking up a few loose threads which drop- 
ped out of my last letter, but one in consequence of the pressure of mat- 


‘ter during the race-week, and which I was just stitching together again, 


when my accident interrupted me. 

First, then, in the race-week aforesaid, the bank was broken thr¢e days 
running by M. Sevin, of Agen. M. 8. is one of the celebrities of the 
French provincial Turf, which, as you are probably aware, has an existence 
of its own, almost entirely distinct from the Parisian. The province-bred 
horses are, with very rare exceptions, inferior to those trained in the 
neighborhood of the metropolis, and the best races run in the provinces 
are those to which Parisian horses are admitted ; for which reason I haye 
seldom troubled you (or myself ) with any allusion to the provincial raceg. 
Nevertheless, there are a great many of them, all over the country, and, 
doubtless, they furnish a great recreation to the provincials. I doubt, 
however, if M. Sevin were made as much out of his French horses as he did 
out of the Baden tiger, from whom he sacked upwards of $20,000. ‘The 
circumstance was also remarkable for having given rise to a new eccentri- 
city of French journalism. I have occasionally entertained your readers 
with some of the absurdities of Paul d'Ivoi, who ‘‘does’’ the Baden cor- 
respondence of sundry French and Belgian papers. Well, this) person 
suddenly changed his tack, and from the most ludiciously exaggerated 
puffery of everything here, turned to furious abuse of things and men ge- 
nerally, particularly of M. Sevin and some of his Jockey Club associates. 
Whether Paul was moved thereto by the refusal of a comedy which he 
had offered to Benazet, or whether some patriotic individual suggested to 
him that his blame might do less harm than his praise, certain it is that 
he found out a new line, worse, if possible, than the old one. * 


I have already hinted that the betting here is on a very limited scale. 
(As an illustration of this, I won all my wagers, and thereby realized the 
immense sum of seventy-six dollars.) This is owing to several reasons. In 
the first place, the French and Germans are not heavy betters. Now and 
then an individual takes a fancy to back some particular horse rather 
wildly, but even in such cases the bettor’s enthusiasm rarely carries him up 
to a large sum. When M. Lupin won the big race last year with Maladetia, 
he had backed his mare to every shilling he could get on, at longish odds, 
so he made, what was justly considered, a vast haul, and his winnings 
were—about $8000 ($12000 at first reported, but strenuously denied ) 
Those who have money to invest usually prefer doing 6o in smal! pools, 
at $10 or $20a chance. This year the betting was even slower than 
last, for an additional reason, the misunderstanding between Benazet and 
the Club (of which Club he was originally himself the chief promoter); 
in consequence of this difficulty (the origin whereof is too long a story to 
go into here), M. B. did his best to keep sporting visitors away from the 
Club ; consequently there was no regular sporting rendezvous there—or 
anywhere else. Owing to all which the state of the odds was so uncer- 
tain that no two persons’ report of it agreed, and I am far from claiming 
accuracy for the few details I give on the subject. 


But if the betting was slow, some of the driving was pretty fast, in this 
wise. On the last day Baron de Tugle won the Club pool of $200 on the 
big race, and being much elated thereby, he tooled his four-in-hand home 
in a way that much astonished all the natives, and did something else to 
some of them. Not entirely his fault, though, for the Germans are as 
apt to get in the way asthe French, only the reason is different. A 
Frenchman stops the road partly from pure malignity and envy of those 
who are going faster than himself, partly because he thinks it gives him 
consequence if he can be on both sides of the road at once. The German 
stops the way from sheer stupidity, not knowing exactly whereabouts in 
the road he is, or who is behind or before him, going dreamily along, 
and never hearing when shouted to. All which considered, and also the 
narrowness of the Iffezheim road, it is no wonder that the Baron had not 
proceeded very far on his headlong course, when he tipped over a Teuton 
in asmall cart. The police came to the rescue and dug up the unlucky 
aborigine, who was twice buried, once by his cart, which had turned com- 
pletely over upon him, and once by his hat, crushed over his eyes in the 
fall. He attempted to pursue the break, exhibiting his battered beaver 
in one hand, and threatening vengeance with the other. (I have since 
learned that he recovered $5 damages.) Leaving the upset native in the 
rear, the Baron next charged the butt end of a long string of vehicles, and 
ran his leaders flap into Prince Menschikoff's break, to the great alarm of 
the Princess, who, for a soldier’s wife, is not much of a heroine; for- 
tunately no serious damage was done. 

This furious ech ere reminds me of a prophecy I made early in the 
year, when the Baron, who had purchased of me the immortal Billy, an- 
nounced an intention of completing his team (recollect that in English 
‘‘team’’ means four horses, never two as with us,) by the help of some 
German nags. “You will see,” said I, ‘that Billy will wear out the 
other three in a year.’’ Since then de Tugle has bought ve horses ytwo 
of them are used up and sold again, and two more on their last legs, s0 
that my prophecy has been more than fulfilled in Jess than the time. =~

Last Saturday, however (the 24th), things took a slight change for the 
better. It was a lovely day, not above a dozen of us at the meet, but 
among the number the young Prince of Orange, who had paid a flying 
visit to Baden under the travelling name of Count Van Buren. The 
heir apparent to the Dutch throne is barely twenty years of age, very af- 
fable and unpretending—quite a brick, in short. We were all presented to 
him in the most off-hand manner (by his compatriot, the Baron, who 
drived furiously like Jehu, the son of Nimshi,) and I opened the conver- 
sation with an original joke, at which “His Royal Highness was graciously 
pleased to laugh,’’ as the newspapers say. (N. bh. Said joke having: ap- 
peared some years ago in the course of th's correspondence, need not be re- 
repeated.) It was just as well that ‘Count Van Buren”’ takes the world 
easily, for no one seemed to have put himself out for him beforehand ; 
the breakfast was of the usual goodness—that is to say badness, and the 
wine, as usual, the ordinary wine of the country. One of the party (it is 
hardly necessary to add that he was a Frenchiman) had brought his own 
prive- bottle of Bordeaux, which he consumed in the most private man- 
ner, ver offering it to any one, not even the Prince, who sat within three 
feet: him. Being curious to know what sort of mount had been pro- 
vided ™r our illustrious visitor, I soon learned that the Baron had re- 
solved his team into its component elements for hunting purposes, and that 
old Billy was destined to carry the hope of Holland. Now Billy is a very 
wonderful and valuable animal «n many accounts, but rather hard in his 
gallop withal, and I also suspected he might just possibly have deviltry 
enough lefi to add to his many republican exploits on record the upset 
ting of a Royal heir-apparent, so I suggested that the Prince should take, 
instead of him, my horse, a small and well-bitted thoroughbred. The 
proposition was readily accepted, and then ‘‘boot and saddle’’ was the 
word.

pulled off at last, and ever since I have been laid up—not in lavander ex-

He was taking a horse into the water, the brute started, threw, and drag- 
ged bim ; be was taken up speechless and remained in great danger of 
his life for some hours. The coachman, in trying to assist him, was also 
thrown ard hurt, but less seriously. 

Talkiog of accidents naturally brings one tothe grand battae which 
came off last Wednesday, the 20th ; nobody was shot this time, however, 
though a gallant captain, formerly of the horse marines; came very near 
peppering a well known Count, one of the celebrities of Baden; some 
sbarp words were interchanged in consequence. When [ say nobody, the 
outsiders must be excepted: a German girl whom curiosity or bal luck 
kad brought too near, received several shots in various parts of ber per- 
son.

I was 
much pleased with his remarks on saddle-horses, a subject which I did 
my best to illustrate about two years agoin your columns. On some 
points, however, I must beg leave to differ from him. Flora Temple is 
decidedly not the model of an English hack, she is too small and too 
light. Any man weighing above 10st. would be too heavy on her, any 
man standing above five feet eight in his boots would look too big on her. 
A hack (unless it be a cob which need not exceed 14 hands), should, for a 
man of ordinary size and weight, be 15 hands high, and stout in propor- 
tion. It isa matter of looks as well as safety. ‘‘The word running is of- 
ten used instead of gallopping.’’ Jt is, and quite correctly. The terms are 
synonymous. The fast pace (which ‘‘Old Whip’”’ calls a run), and the slow 
pace or pacing walk (which he calls by its right name), are both described 
by him in a confused and inaccurate manner. ‘‘Old Whip’’ justly re- 
marks that the trotter lifts his fore and hind legs on the opposite sides to- 
gether, although, as he adds with equal correctness, they sometimes ap- 
pear to lift them on the same side when going fast. (This is particularly 
the case with trotters who lift one hind leg higher than the other, which many 
fast trotters do.) For the gait in which the horse lifts hind and fore legs 
on the same side like the elephant and camel. I am not aware that there 
is any modern English or French name, the gait itself being entirely 
obsolete and extinct in Europe, if indeed it ever existed there as a fast gait. 
The ordinary and proper American name for it is pacing. It may be slow

This brings me to the day of my catastrophe, the very next hunt, last

Tally ho! the hounds are put on the trail, and away 
we canter through the wood. In about ten minutes, and just as the 
customary dispersion had taken place, Korf and myself Tally-hoed, only 
aix of ua tozether, and one poor hound ; no chance for bringing up the 
others, 0 away we went helter skelter, and getting out of the wood as 
goon as possible, skirted it at a tearing gallop over the ploughed fields for 
Swenty minutes, by which time all our nags had more or less bellows to 
mend. J began last and ended first, having ridden the little mare very 
carefully, but it was something like being first in a donkey race, for two 
of our six were riding tired borses and two more of us lads on ponies. At 
the first opening we halted to breathe our:elvee and horses, and to see if ' 
there were any signs of dog or deer, but it soon became evident that with 
allour harry we bad not headed the chase. So we struck across the 
forest and came out on the Rastadt road, not far from the town and close 
to a bridge where some more piqueurs were waiting with arelay. They 

There happened to be anotherlane from this bridge 
straight to the meet, co we trotted back and found the rest of the party 
and some of the dogs re-assembled there. After taking counsel and a horn,

or fast. A horse may pace just off a walk, about six miles an hour, or 
what is frequently termed a pacing walk, or he may go like ‘‘greased 
lightning ’’ Though frequently an artificial gait, and supposed by many 
to be always so, it is natural with some horses, and some varieties of horses. 
See ‘‘Frank Forester’ on the (now extinct) Narraganset pacer. 

The bastard epology for a gait, called racking by some Americans, is no 
gait atall, but a mixture of trot, pace, and canter. Young horses may 
rack from greenness; old ones often do from lameness or stiffness. 
Broken-down trotters are frequently rackers. That any sane man should 
teach a horse to rack, or think him valuable for being a racker, would 
be incredible, were it not a melancholy fact. ‘The amble is a mo- 
dification of the canter, still shorter and still slower.’’ Nothing can well 
be slower than a lady’s canter, which rarely exceeds six miles an hour. 
Whatever the amble may have meant originally, Iam inclined to think 
its modern signification is not a slow canter, but a slow pace, or pacing 
walk. In old times it looks as if it meant a hand-gallop. Thus in the old 
French romances, such as ‘‘Jaffier’’ and ‘‘Ficrabras,’’ when the hero has 
to goa long way ina hurry, he is represented as riding au grand trot et 
et l’amble ‘‘a full trot and amble.’’ If we take ‘‘amble’’ for hand-gallop, this 
represents exactly the way in which a man ina hurry naturally goes a 
distance, first putting his horse to a smart trot till he breaks ; then letting 
him gallop awhile, and when he settles to a trot of himself, trotting him 
on till he break again; the interchange of gait relieving the horse with- 
out losing time for the rider. 

The amble is frequently mentioned in Rabelais, but neither from the 
text nor the commentators can I derive any light as to what sort of gait 
it was. Indeed, the latter (the commentators) seem to have a preeter- 
Gallic ignorance of equine matters. Thus one of them explains guilledin 
(gelding) ‘‘an English castrated horse, who is a fast amler’’—as if the itali- 
cized words had anything to do with the idea of gelding. 

I do not wonder at ‘Old Whip’s’’ deploring the dearth of good car- 
riage-ho~ses in our cities. That, too, isa subject on which I have fre- 
quently appealed to the public though your columns. It is but fair to 
add, however, that carraige horses are much scarcer and dearer in all coun- 
tries within the last seven years.

LETTER FROM “HARRY HAMLIN.” 
New Orirans, Oct. 13th 1852. 

Dear ‘‘Spirit.’’"—Since my last, quite an observable change haa come 
over this little world of the Crescent City. Our business streets and tho- 
roughbfares wear an air of bustle and activity, quite in keeping with our 
city’s reputed character, in a business point of view.

- of the Marabouts. He gives a graphic account of his debut in the 
theatre of Algiers : 

~On the 28th of October, the day appointed for my first performance be- 
fore the Arabs, I reached my post at an early hour, and could epjoy the 
oht of their entrance into the theatre. 

“Bach goum, drawn up in companies, was introduced separately, and led 
in perfect order to the places chosen for it in advance. Then came the 
turn of the chiefs, who seated themselves with all the gravity becoming 
their character. 

heir introduction lasted some time, for these sons of nature could not 
understand that they were boxed up thus, side by side, to epjoy a specta- 
cle, and our comfortable seats, far from seeming so to them, bothered 
them strangely. I saw them fidgeting about for some time, and trying 
to tuck their legs under them, after the fashion of European tailors. 

Marshal Randon, with his family and suite, occupied the two stage 
boxes to the right of the stage, while the prefect and other civilian au- 
thorities sat exactly facing him. As for Col. de Nevcu, he was every- 
where, as the arranger of the festival. 

The caids, agas, bash-agas, and other titled Arabs, held the places of 
honor, for they occupied tke orchestra stalls and the dress circle. 

In the midst of them were several privileged officers, and, lastly, the 

interpreters were mingled among the spectators, to translate my remarks 
m. 

a told that several curious people, having been unable to procure 

tickets, had assumed the Arab burnous, and, binding the camel's hair 

cord round their foreheads, had s ipped in among their new co-religionists. 

This strange medley of spectators was indeed a most curious sight. 
The cross circle, more especially, presented an appearance as grand as it 
was imposing. Some sixty Arab chiefs, clothed in their red mantles (the 
symbol of their submission to France), cn which one or more decorations 

listened, gravely awaited my performance with majestic dignity. 

I bave performed before many brilliant assemblies, but never before 
one which struck me so much as this. However, the impression I felt on 
the rise of the curtain, far from paralyzing me, on the contrary inspired 
me with a lively sympathy for the spectators, whose faces seemed so well 
prepared to accept the marvels promised them. As soon as I walked on 
the stage I felt quite at my ease, and enjoyed in anticipation the sight I 
was going to amuse myself with. 

I felt, I confess, rather inclined to laugh at myself and my audience, 
for I stepped forth, wand in hand, with all the gravity of a real sorcerer. 
still, I did not give way, for I was here not merely to amuse a curious 
and kind public, I must produce a startling effect upon coarse minds and 
prejudices, for I was enacting the part of a French Marabout. 

Compared with the simple tricks of their pretended sorcerers, my ex- 
periments must appear perfect miracles to the Arabs. 

I commenced my performances in the most profound, I might almost 
say religious, silence, and the attention of the spectators was so great 
that they seemed petrified. Their fingers alone moving nervously, played 
with the beads of their rosaries, while they were, doubtlessly, invoking 
the protection of the Most High. 

This apathetic condition did not suit me, for I had not come to Algeria 
to visit a wax-work exhibition. I wanted movement, animation, life in 
fact around me. 

I changed my batteries, and, instead of generalizing my remarke, I 
addressed } them more especially to some of the Arabs, whom I stimulated 
by my words, and still more by wy actions. The astonishment then gave 
place to a more expressive feeling, which was soon evinced by noisy out- 
bursts. 

This was especially the case when I produced cannon balls from a bat, 
for my spectators, laying aside their gravity, expressed their delighted 
admiration by the strongest avd most energetic gestures. 

Then came—greeted by the same success—the bouquet of flowers, pro- 
duced instantaneously from a hat; the cornucopia, supplying a multitude 
of object s, which I destributed, though unable to satisfy the repeated de- 
mands made on all sides, and still more by those who had their hands 
full already ; the five-franc pieces, sent across the theatre into a crystal 
box suspended above the spectators. 

One trick I should have liked to perform was the inexhaustible bot- 
tle, so appreciated by the Parisians and the Manchester ‘‘hands ;’’ but I 
could not employ it in the performance, for it is well known that 
the followers of Mohammed drink no fermented liquor—at least not pub- 
licly. Hence, I substituted the following with considerable advantage. 

1 took a silver cup, like those called ‘‘punch-bowls’’ in the Parisian 
cafes. I unscrewed the foot, and passing my wand through it showed 
that the vessel contained nothing, then having refitted the two parts, I 
went to the centre of the pit,twbhen, at my command, the bowl was 
magically filled with sweetmeats, which were found excellent. 


The sweetmeats exhausted, I turned the bowl over and proposed to fill 
it with excellent coffee ; so, gravely passing my hand thrice over the bowl, 
a dense vapor immediately issued from it announced the presence of the 
precious liquid. The bowl was full of boiling coffee, whichI poured into 
cups, and offered to my astounded spectators. 

The first cups were only accepted, so to speak, under protests; for not 
an Arab would consent to moisten his lips with a beverage which he 
thought came straight from Shaitan’s kitchen ; but, insensibly seduced 
hy the perfume of their favorite liquor, aud urged by the interpreters, 
some of the boldest decided on tasting the magic liquor, and all soon fol- 

lowed their example. 

i The vessel, rapidly emptied, was repeatedly filled again with equal ra- 
pidity; and it satisfied all demands, like my inexhaustible bottle, and 
was borne back to the stage still full. 

But it was not cnough to amuse my spectators; I must also, in order 
to fulfill the object of my mission, start and even terrify them by the dis- 
play of a supernatural power. 

My arrangements had all been made for this purpose, and I bad reserved 
for the end of my performances three‘tricks, which must complete my re- 
putation as a sorcerer. 

Many of my readers will remember having seen at my performances a 
smal but solidly-built box, which, being banded to the spectators, be- 
comes heavy or light at my order; a child might raise it with ease, and | 
yet the most powerful man could not move it from its place. 

I advanced with my box in my hand, to the center of the ‘‘practicable,”’ 
communicating from the stage to the pit; then, addressing the Arabs, I 
said to them : 

‘From what you have witnessed, you will attribute a supernatural 
power to me, and you are right. I will give youa new proof of my 
marvelous authority, by showing that I can deprive the most powerful 
han of his strength, and restore it at my will. Any one whothinks him- 
self strong enough to try the experiment may draw near me.’’ (I spoke 
“owly, in order to give the interpreter time to translate my words.) 

An Arab, of middle height, but well built and muscular, as many of 
the Arabs are, came to my side with sufficient assurance. 
on you very strong?’’ I said to him, measuring him from head to

Gentlemen of the jury—This is probably the most important trial that 
has ever come before any court inst tuted since the memory of man. It 
is not, as some would suppose, simply a question of damages between 
Deacon Drone and Squire Swank, but from the official character of the 
parties it becomes a question between the church and the town, or in 
more general terms, between Church aud State, or more general still, be- 
tween Religion and Politics.

But the counsel has said that the Plaintiff has been deprived of the plea» 
sure of taking snuff.

EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
THE NEWMARKET JOCKEY CLUB. 








The present Newmarket Course was laid out sometime about the year 
1800, and was soon after purchased by a portion of the gentlemen who 
subsequently (in 1804) constituted the Jockey Club. At the Newmarket 
Ictober Meeting, 1803, the following gentlemen subscribed their names to 
an agreement, binding them to organizea Jockey Club on the first day of 
the next Spring Meeting, to continue for five years, viz :—

The first meeting of the Club was held on the 16th of May, 1804, when 
General Ricuarp KennOn was unanimously elected President, Goran 
turrin, Secretary, and Sreruinc Gary, Treasurer. The weights adopted 
were 86, 100, 110, 120, and 130lbs., with no allowance for mares or geld- 
ings. John Hoomes, John Hoomes, Jr., Cantield Seward, and Belfield 
Starke, were the Judges of the first meeting. The semi-annual fee for 
membership was eight dollars. During the five years. the following ad- 
ditional members were elected :—

Shortly after the organization of the Club, General Kennon died, and 
Mr. Richard Bland was elected to fill the vacancy in April, 1805, at which 
mecting Rules were adopted for the government of the Club, which do 
not differ materially from those now in force here and elsewhere. During 
the succeeding year Richard Bland died, and in April, 1806, Collier Har- 
rison was unanimously elected President. On the 23d of April, the same 
year, a resolution was adopted, as follows: ‘‘Resolved, that the mem- 
bers of this Club consider themselves hereafter bound to dine at this place 
on the day on which the Jockey Club purse is run for.”’ 

In 1808, the Club was reorganized with 73 members, which number was 
increased to 99 in the succeeding five years, among which were W. A. 
Harrison, Francis Lightfoot, Richard and Thomas Epes, Allen J. Davie, 
William H. Harrison, Patrick Durkin, &c. Collier Harrison was re-elected 
President, which office he held until 1810, when hedied, and John Minge 
was elected to fill the vacancy. George Ruffin filled the office of Secretary 
with distinction from 1804 until 1809, when he resigned, and Daniel Epes 
was elected to fill the vacancy, Francis Harewood being Vice President, 
and Thomas Powell, Treasurer. In 1810 the weight for aged horses was 
reduced from 1301bs. to 126lbs, and mares and geldings were allowed 
8lbs. 

In April, 1812, a resolution was adopted requiring all jockies to be 
dressed in livery, and making it necessary for members to choose their 
colors and have them recorded by the Secretary. 

In 1814 an agreement was entered into, continuing the Club for ano- 
ther five years. During that time Branneh Jones, B. M. Harrison, Thos 
Watson, Robt. R. Johnson, were among the members elected. The pre- 
sent Newmarket weights were adopted in 1814. Col. Witttam ALLEN was 
elected President m 1815, andin May, 1819, was re-elected ; Dr. William 
Culler, Vice President, Wm. Cole, Secretary, and John Worsham, Treas 
urer. Thus far we glean from the minutes of the Club from its first orga- 
nizstion in 1804 to 1820. 3 
. In 1824 the Club was reorganized for a period of six years, commencing 
in October of that year. Among the most prominent contributors were

C Larkin White, 
John Talliaferro, Isham Pucket, Francis P. Corbin, were among the ac- 
quisitions the succeeding six years. At the meeting in October, 1824, 
Richard M. Cunningham was appointed President, Dr. William Cutler, 
Vice President, Dr. Ashley Davis, Secretary, and Theophilaus Field, Trea- 
surer. Mr. Field died in 1826, and the Club, ata meeting held on the 
11th October of the same year, passed a series of resolutions, expressive 
of their regret at his death, and of sympathy with his relatives. Mr. 
John E. Meade was elected to fill the vacancy. 

Onthe 7th of May, 1830, an interesting question was brought before 
the Club, an appeal from the decision of the Judges—Benj. H. Coup- 
land, John M. Botts, Dr. John Cutler, Otway P. Hare, and John E. Meade. 
The question is thus stated on the Records of the Club :— 

“In attempting to start for the second heat there was great difficulty 
in getting the horses to come up together, and after two or three ineffec- 
tual attempts on the part of the Judges to get a fair start, Mr. Johnson's 
horse jumped the railing, which was not perceived at the moment that 
the word was given ; immediately after which they were called back, and 
the horn blown, by a unanimous decision of the Judges. Notwithstand- 
ing Mr. Branch’s horse contrived tv go around, and Mr. Branch claimed 
the race, as having distanced the field. Upon the question being put, the 
Club decided in the negative, and sustained the decision of the Judges.

At the Spring Meeting of 1830, the following gentlemen were elected 
officers:—John Meiye, President; David H. Branch, Vice President; 
Wm. Pannill, Secretary ; Thos. Branch, Treasurer. 

Mr. Thos. Doswell was elected a member 11th October, 1831, and Mr. 
O. P. Hare was elected Treasurer of the Club on the following day. Henry 
A. Tayloe was elected a member in the fall of 1833. The same fall Capt. 
Pannill tendered his resignation, and D. H. Branch was elected in his 
place, he having previously resigned his office as Vice President. 

The Club was reorganized in the fall of 1835, when the following gen- 
tlemen were elected office-bearers :—Patrick Durkin, President; 8. G. 
Wells, Vice President; P.C. Osborne, Secretary; and O. P. Hare, Treas- 
urer. 

The long distances were reduced in May, 1836, as follows : One mile, 60 
yards ; two miles 90 yards, three miles 120 yards, and four miles 150 
yards. Mr. Durkin resigned his office in October, 1838, when Mr. Wells 
was unanimously elected to fill the vacancy, and Whitworth elected Vice 
President. Wm..H. Winfree was elected a member at the same meeting. 
From 1841 to 1850 there is norecord. In the Fall of the latter year the 
election of the following officers : Lewis I’.

Ball’s Florizel, by Di- 
omed, 3 yrs. old, beating Samuel 'I'yler’s Escape, by Saltram, Kdmund 
Harrison's Don Quixote by Diomed, Miles Selden’sch. ¢., and Thomas 
Gray's gr. c. by Bellair, the two latter distanced the second heat; time, 
4:07—4:03.

A careful examination of the records of the Newmarket Jockey Club 
will convince any one that the late Col. Wa. R. Jonnson was justly enti- 
tled to the distinction, universally conceded to him, of ‘‘Napuleon of the 
Turf.’’ His name first appears on the Records of the Racing of the 25th 
of October, 1805, from which time until 1841 (from 1841 to 1850 the re 
cords have been mislaid), he ran horses in one hundred and twenty-seven 
races, sixty-three of which he won, was second in thirty-eight, and third 
or fourth in twenty-six ; thus he won 63 and lost 64. In the spring of 
1814 he won three out of the four days, only ran once from the fall of 
1815 to the fall of 1824, and was again absentfrom Newmarket from the 
fall of '84 to fall of '36.

Tue Great Eastern anp Sea Sickyess.—L'ke all new things, much prog- 
nostication of failure has beenjindulged in with regard to this vessel. lt 
is sufficient that she is the largest vessel in the world for people to find 
out all the shortcomings possible. But there is one thing which if she 
accomplishes will make up for all possible failures of another kiod. If 
she accomplishes the great fact of enabling bad sailors to cross the ocean 
without being sick, she will revolutioniz? sea transit, incr-asing the 
amount of travellers in the same proportion as modern railways compared 
with the old stage coaches. Sea sickness is induced by the upheaving of 
the diaphragm in proportion as the riting and falling of the waves con- 
verts the vessel into a moving lever, uplifting stem and stern alternately. 
Yet, strange to say, there are people to be found who maintain that the 
larger the veseel the more she will pitch and roll. They forget thata 
large log is undisturbed by the ripple on a sheet of water, while a sma!}l 
toy vessel is incessantly moving and tossing, taking every angle of the 
ripple in its departure from the horizontal line. The question is only one 
of proportion. If the waves be large, the vessel must be much larger to 
prevent any disturbance.

Bed 
paymasters have done a great deal to injure race courses, and it is gratifying to 
know that the Ashland Club have determined to steer clear of that rock. The 
stakes, too, including the forfeits, will be forthcoming before the drum taps, as 
many of the Club are in favor of ruling offall men and horses that do not meet 
their liabilities punctually. No horse should ever be allowed to start on any 
course so long as his owner is in arrears for entries or forfeits, and the disabilit 
ought to follow the animal throughout life. If Clubs will adopt this rule and ad- 
here to it, racing will return to legitimate hands, and remain there ; while if men 
are allowed to make entries, and pay their forfeits or not, as suits their conven- 
ience, the reputation of the turf must suffer severely. Let the Ashlaud Club set 
the example, if it has not done so, and others will speedily follow.

EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
FAIRFIELD (VA.) JOCKEY CLUB RACES. 
FALL MEETING OF 1859. 

Tve Fairfield Course is about one mile f om Richmond, and is nearly, 
if not quite, as old as the Newmarket Course. In the records of the New- 
market Jockey Club we find reference made to the Fairfield Club in 1805, 
which is conclusive evidence that the latter Club existed anterior to that 
period. In form the Fairfield somewhat resembles the Washington Course 
near Charleston. It has adeep sandy surface, but is nota slow track 
when in good order, and has so firm a bottom that rain affects it but lit- 
tle, except in causing the water and saturated sand to fly into the faces of 
those horses and riders who have the misfortune to be behind. The 
stands are not very imposing, but the spacious grass-carpeted lawn in front 
com pevsates in a measure for this small size and homely structure. The 
Judges’ stand is small, but well built, and everything indicates old fa- 
shioned’sociability and make-yourself-at-home-ativeness. During the sum- 
mer a new fence has been put up the entire length of the backstretch, 
and two new and commodious stables have been built, and further im- 
provements will be made next season. 

The earliest authentic information we have about Fairfield is given 
above. Mr. Smucg'owned orjleased,it in 1811, for it was in October'of that 
year, and during his administration, that the celebrated twenty-mile race 
was run between, Duroc, Alfred, Melvina, and Maria. THos. Wa Tson was 
the proprietor in 1814, and racing was suspended, so far as Fairfield was 
concerned, from 1815 to 1830. Ricuarp ApDAM3 was in possession six 
years, and Jonn S. Corbin three, when Isham Pucker took it, and contin- 
ued its proprietor until 1845. Capt. Jonny Betcagr then became Proprie- 
tor, and except for six years, during which the course was managed by 
Rost. New ani M. C. Eaatesoy, has retained it ever since. 

A meeting of the Club was held on Monday evening, when the follow- 
ing gentlemen were elected officers: MARMADUKE Jonyson, Esq., Presi- 
dent ; Tuos. M. Joyzs, Esq., and Col. Hesrer, Vice Presidents; J. W. 
LEWELLIN, Esq., Secretary, and Capt. Joun Betcner, Treasurer. 

After spending a very agreeable Sunday with O. P. Hare, Esq., we 
awoke on Monday morning, as we thought early, but aglance towards 
where the sun should be convinced us that heavy clouds obscured his 
rays, and that we might soon look for rain, which, about ten A. M., be- 
gan to pour down ; atintervals during the day and night the rain fe’, 
heavily, so that on Tuesday morning the track was very heavy, and re- 
mained so during the day. The wiad chopping round to the eastward, 
gave us a beautiful clear afternoon, and going farther north and eetting 
nearly northwest gave us a delightfully cool evening,with good promise 
of a fine week. 

The only rave for the day was a sweepstakes for three-year-olds that 
bever won previous to the time of closing, mile heats. There were six 
entries, but only three cam? to the post, Surplus, Ike Marvel, and Muddy 
Coon. Their positions in the bettiog were as I have named them, viz., 
3 to 1 agst. Surplus, 4to1 agst. Ike Marvel, and 5 to 1 agst. Muddy 
Coon. The latter drew the track, Ike second, and atthe ‘‘tap’’ they 
went off, Muddy Coon taking the lead from the start. Before going a 
quarter of a mile, Ike drew up and passed the Coon, and soon after Sur_ 
plus went up and placed herself agood second. She then challenged Ike, 
but failed, and after a fine race home, Ike won by four lengths, the Coon 
half a length behind Surplus, Time, 1:54. 

Second heat—Another good start was effec'ed, but after making the 
turn it was evident that Ike was to be the winner. Surplus and Muddy 
Coon tried their best for the heat, but failed, Ike winning by two lengths, 
Surplus being a length behind the Coon, Time, 1:52}. Summary :—

THIRD DAY. 

Astrong northerly wind made the atmosphere cool and bracing early

FOURTH DAY. 
This was decidedly the coldest day of the season, the wind blowing a 
perfect hurricane from the north. The day was cloudless, however, and 
the attendance numerous. The newly elected President, MARMADUKE 
Jonxsox, was present to-day for the first time, having important law ev- 
gagements on hand the early part ofthe week. The first race wasa 
sweepstakes for the three year-olds, two mile heats, for which there were 
four entries, Pauline being the favorite, and Crinoline next. The former, 
however, did not start, and therefore only Crinoline and Leisure came to 
the post, the former being the favorite at 2 to 1. 
The start was good, but Leisure took the lead at the fist or second 
jump, and crowded into the track rather toosoon, forcing Crinoline out 
of ber stride and to the outside. However, little Henry soon brought 
ber alongside, passed Leisure, and was two lengths ahead at the eldar, 
tree. The gap was increased to five leugths on reaching the stand (1:56) 
and to six lengths at the gate. Before reaching the half mile Leisure 
began to draw up, and they entered the stretch about four lengths apart, 
but Crinoline won under a heavy pull by five lengths, in 3:53}, 

Acomplaint having been made against Leisure, for foul riding, the 
Judges decided to reprimand the starter and rider, which the President 
did in presence of the spectators, from the stand.

The other three ran locked to the 
wees, when McDaniel’s filly fell behiad, and Miss Tobacco Fly took the 
lead, which positions were maintained to the end, notwithstanding whips 
aud spura were freely used from the head of the srretch to the stand 
Which the Maryland filly passed in 1:56}, a length clear in front of Fame, 
Mr. Belcher’s colt being two lengths behind her.

FIFTH DAY. 

This, the last day of the week, was fixed upon for the match between 
the two Lucys—Haxall and Talley—two mile heats, for $1000 a side. The 
morning was fair, the wind not being so high as yesterday, and the track 
in fine order. Lucy Haxall was the favorite at 100 to 60, and considerabk 
money was laid out at the above odds, before the mares were callcd up 

Lucy Talley had the track, and the start was as even as could be desired. 
At the gate Lucy Haxall was leading, with an open three or four feet be- 
tween them. She continued to widen the gap to nearly a length before 
entering the homestretch, when Lucy Talley challenged, and lapped her 
opponent at the stand, but failed to pass her. She again dashed at her, 
lapped her at the gate, locked her before reaching the trees, showed her 
head in front at the half mile, opened a gap of a length before going be- 
hind the bushes, entered the homestretch in the same position, and won 
by four or five feet, amid great excitement and long faces, running the 
first half mile in 56} seconds, the mile in 1:51}, and the heat in 3.51}. 

Of course odds were now offered on Lucy Tally, though the other Lucy 
seemed well able to take care of the funds of her friends. At the ap- 
pointed time they were again called up. 

Second heat—Except that Lucy Talley went up, and locked Haxall at 
the stand on the first mile, the latter kept the lead throughout, and won 
easily, in 3:52}. 

Third heat—During the first mile Lucy Talley made frequent attempts 
to obtain the lead, but failed, when the other Lucy gradually widened the 
gap between them until the homestretch, when the bay took a strong pull 
on her, and won easily. ‘Time, 3:55. Summary :—

Thus closed the fall meeting at Fairfield, a very agreeable and pleasant 
one, but not productive of any extraordinary racing, although remunera- 
tive to the popular Proprietor, Capt. Joun Betcner, who carried out his 
programme to the letter, to the satisfaction of his patrons. The favorites 
were beaten in half the races, and won the other three. Although some 
of the races were very interesting, yet was there uo extraordinary race, 
as the time will show, owing to the fact that there were no first-class 
horses in prime order to force better running. Even the match on Satur- 
day, which was expected to prove the best race of the week, was slow, 
and comparatively uninteresting, many—indeed almost all—expecting 
each heat to be run under 8:50, as the track was in good order, and both 
fillies were considered fast. 

Among the company present during the meeting we had the pleasure 
of shaking hands with Wm. Allen, of Clairmont ; O. P. Hare, of Newmar- 
ket ; T. J. Green and Dr. Graham, of N. C.; Maj. Thos. Doswell, T. W. 
Doswell, Col. Wm. L. White, of Hanover ; Col. Alfred Payne, of Mo., the 
breeder of Passenger, Agitation, etc., etc., and an old neighbor of Maj. 
Doswell's ; Jas. P. Alston, of 8. C.; Mr. Finlay, of Fredericksburg ; Na- 
thaniel Matthews, of Luninburg : W. Robinson and Nat. A. Thompson, 
of Ashland Jockey Club; Nat. Rives, once owner of Boston ; H. H. Sel- 
don, W. G. Allan, Judge W. W. Crump, Dr. Braxton, Dr. Cabell, D. W. 
and R. M. Haxall, C. Baswell, Mr. Goode, Jas. Garritson, etc., of Rich- 
mond, Va., and Calvin Green, of Broad Rock, besides many other gentle- 
men whose names I cannot now remember. 

Some fifty members of the Club dined together at Capt. Belcher’s on 
Thursday, and on Friday evening a match was made between O. P. Hare’s 
Tur River and F. M. Hall’s One-Eyed-Joe, for $1000 a side, three mile heats, 
each carrying 100lbs.; the race to come off at Ashland on Saturday next. 

I am greatly indebted to Capt. Betcuer and his estimable lady for many 
kind attentions during the week ; also to their son James, and son-in-law 
Sam Taytor, one of the cleverest little men alive. 

At daylight to-morrow, I start for Major Doswetu’s, where I shall re- 
main a day or two. 

Many very valuable stakes have been opened within the last fort- 
night ; all of which will fill, provig that the hey-day of racing is coming. 
The following is opened by Capt. Belcher :— 

We, the undersigned, agree to run a Sweepstakes race over the Fair- 
field Course near Richmond, Va., at the Spring Meeting, 1862, with colts 
and fillies then three years old, out of mares that never produced a win- 
ner up to the time of closing ; $500 entrance, $200 forfeit, $100 declara- 
tion, if made on or before the Ist day of December, I861, and $500 added 
by the Proprietor and Club if two or more start; ten or more nomina- 
tions to fill the stake ; to name and close on the Ist of June, 1860. The 
forfeits to be secured by an endorsed bond, approved by the President and 
Secretary of the Fairfield Jockey Club. Entries to be directed to Joun 
Breicner, Proprietor, Richmond, Va. 

Our friend Busu has been unfortunate, as usual, of late. On Wednes- 
day he won a heat, and was immediately introduced to fourteen Generals, 
ten Colonels, an immense number of doctors, and sundry high privates, 
and was invited to imbibe choice wines and liquors from mysterious bottles 
and cut-glass tumblers. Losing the next heat, Philo looked around for 
his friends, intending to drown his sorrows in a glass or two. of old Bour- 
bon, but judge his surprise when he found himself a deserted—an un- 
known man. Philo is responsible for this as well as other yarns which I 
may try to relate some day. 

While here I visited the residence of Mr. Suirn, the owner of that fa- 
mous trotting stallion Kossuth, “and found the horse to be all his owner 
claimed him to be. Several of his colts which I saw speak volumes in his 
praise, as well by their form and action as by their performances and ad- 
mirable dispositions. I could relate many instances of superior speed and 
bottom shown by his young stock, but have not time now. a.

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LETTER FROM “ACORN.” 
Boston, Oct. 24th, 18603 

Dear Old ‘‘Spirit.’’—Daring the past two weeks there has beea what is 
termed in the ‘‘bills of the day’’ a ‘‘National Horse Fair,’’ on the ‘‘Ag- 
ricultural Fair Grounds’’ at the south part of our city, which has been 
simply a series of purses, offered for trotting horses; and the result of 
each day’s trotting, with the entries, have been very generally reported 
jn the journals of our city. Amongst the entries that have caused the 
most excitement in trotting, as well as amateur circles, is that of a Cana 
dian Stallion named Live Oak. But, owing to the fact of his getting sore 
by travelling on the cars, from Canada, he “showed” only in one race, 
and that, against Columbus, Jr., who beat bim handily, at mile heats, in 
harness, in quite second rate time—not worth referring to. Live Oak 
is a chesnut roan, with three white feet and legs, with white stripe in 
face ; about fifteen hands high. He shows a good deal of foot, but seems 
inclined to slide from a fast trotting gait into a pace, and I should think 
from his actions, that he was originally a pacer. He doubtless has shown 
his owner fast time, io some private trial, but is not game enough, nor 
sure enough, to follow trotting horses like Ethan Allen, and some others 
he entered agaiast. He came upon the track with ‘‘rollers’’ on his hind 
feet, and all sorts of boots forward. Ia trotting at the top of his rate, 
his action is so high forward that he cuts with his fore shoes, under his 
fore arms, and, therefore, is compelled to wear pads over that locality, 
which gives him a very ludicous appearance when moviog fast. Live 
Oak will do to trot ia Canada, but if be comes this way, he is sure to be 
beaten, if he enters with first rate horses, leaving out, of course, the ‘‘lit- 
tle bay mare,’’ whom nothing short of cha‘o lightning can beat. 

Live Ouk may, I thiok, wien everything is right, and Ae is right, trot 
a wile in fast time; but, he is nota repzat horse, even at mile heats, 
when pushed to his full rate. His action is very high forward, and he 
labors amazingly, too much so, to be a lasting nag. 

The greatest interest was excited on Taursday afternoon, that had been 
manifested duriog the meeting, ia consequence of a raco between double 
teams, mile heats, best 3 in 5, to harness. 

Hiram Woodruff, the old, honest, incorruptible, reliable, and sterling 
‘‘Hiram,’’ entered Widow McCrea, and Frank Temple, William Whelan, 
the old, honest, ‘‘ William,’’ entered Biily aad Fanny, and A. Carpenter, 
of Providence, R. I., entered Telemachus and Nellie Holcomb. Before 
startiog, Hiram had the call at 2 to 1; but little money was laid out at 
this odds, as people here are both to bet against the judgment, honesty, 
and science of the best driver of a trotting team on the American conti- 
nent! Hiram won the two first heats handily in 2:55 and 2:50; and as 
nearly every one on the course supposed he hada ‘‘sure thing,’ his 
friends offered 100 to 5, that he would wia the race, which the outsiders 
took with considerable freedom, thinking, and justly, that this was near- 
ly tumble down odds. 

But the next two heats, Carpenter's team got at their work, and showed 
time that neither Hiram’or Whelan had bargained for, and the’Providence

The most 
liberal purses were offered to induce the ‘‘cracks’’ of the South and North 
to meet us on a course of unexceptionable management, but we are sorry 
to say that very few responded. But we cherish the hope that in the 
future we sball bave the p'easure of meeting and testing the much mooted 
question of :uperiority. The day was one fof those most beautiful Au- 
tumpal oves peculiar to Old Kentuck, the track in fine condition, but 
not fast, wauting elasticity and firmness; the ques‘ion cf time was mere 
conjecture, the best judges of tracks and time regarding the course as at 
least three seconds in the mile slower than the Association one at Lex- 
ington ; we beard one or two time bets, the lowest for the three mile dash 
being 5:50. The first race, a sweepstakes for all ages, three miles out, 
$200 subscription, $50 forfeit, with $250 added provided two started. 
The following were nominated, Colossus, Glycera, Maurice Taylor, La- 
vender and Gazelle ; three only came to the post—Lavender, Gazelle and 
GIpcera, Lavender opened as favorite, Gazelle being second favorite. Ono 
the morning of the race the fennesseans rallied, and foratime G azelle 
was favorite, but before the start Lavender was bet even against the 
field. At precisely 3 o'clock the bell eummoned them for the race. At 
the signal Lavender led off, with Gazelle at her side, Glycera falling far 
im reai ; around the turn and down the back stretch, Lavender acd Gazelle 
are side by sid>, Lavender passed the stand half a length in advance in 
1:54}.

LETTER FROM COVINGTON, KY. 


Covincton, Ky. Oct. 13th, 1859. 

Messrs. Editor s.—I regret to inform you that my Arab stallion, Sebasto- 

pol, died on the 11th inst., from spasm of the larynx, probably brought 
on by an acute attack of gastro-enteritis, the cause for which is obscure, 
bat from which he had se far recovered as to quiet all apprehension. The 
gallant animal literally suffocated. His sufferings during the attack, 
which proved fatal in from five to ten minutes, were truly heart-rending. 
Partial spasms of the larynx were observed on the 9th and 10th, and the 
customary counter-irritant applied, under the direction of a Veterinary 
Surgeon. Half an hour before bis death he ate two quarts of sliced car 
rote, and immediately afterwards composed himself for his customary 
mild-day fifteen minute nap—a custom he has iavariably observed since 
Ihave owned him. After his nap he arose, stretched himself, yawned, 
proudly erected his head, and in every motion exhibited every sign of per- 
fect health ; but the fatal spasm came on almost instantaneously, and 
speedily terminated in suffocation. 

A post-mortem examination revealed slight traces of recent inflamma- 
tion of the stomach and bowels, and also of the anterior portion of the 
lungs, but the trachea and bronchial tubes were in a healthy state. The 
heart was also perfectly sound, and of enormous size, weighing 10ibs.

Itcertainly was not without their 
knowledge that the fact of the engagoment was made known months ago 
through the Press: the statements of the extent and nature of the bride- 
groom's wealth were too minute, and we presume too accurate, to have 
come from any but the mest responrible quarter, especially as he had not 
previously been well enough known in New York to render such details 
otherwise accessible ; and we have no reason to suppose that the jewelers, 
milliners, costumers and out-fitters generally, whom he made prosperous 
and happy by bis lavish disbu:sements, were sworn to secresy as to the ex- 
tent and character of the orders they received. And when tickets tothe 
ceremony, cards of invitation to both the church and house, were sent in 
aivance to editors and reporters of newspapers in ther professional capa- 
city, their was room certainly for the belief that a description of the affair 
would not only be regarded as an intriogement of the proprieties of private 
life, but would also fulfil the justand reasonable expectations of the par- 
ties must prominently concerued. 

We beg the Press to believe, therefore, that there has been in this affair 
no trespassing upon private ries on the part of the New York journals.
